ARBITRATE 


Tenants, Owners, in 
Truce; Firm Hit. 


Tenants and landlords, face to face 
before the aldermanic rent committee 
yesterday, called each other names, 
shook their fists under each other’s 
noses, and finally, with a few excep- 
tions, agreed to arbitrate. 

In the case of Hendricks & Luken 
of 235 East Garfield boulevard, accused 
of gouging tenants for bonuses in ad- 
dition to commissions, there‘ will be no 
arbitration. The evidence was sent to 
the city law department and Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Cressy believes he 
has legal grounds for revocation of the 
firm’s license by Mayor Thompson. 

“It is a simon pure case of goug- 
ing,” said Ald. Oscar Olsen. “ The evti- 
dence shows tenants were asked for 
and paid bonuses which went into the 
pockets of the real estate firm.”

Block, tenants of the building at 604- 
608 East Fifty-first street, were the ac- 
cusers of Hendricks & Luken. 

“Mr. Hendricks raised the rent from

$110. I asked for an explanation. | 

“ Hendricks replied, * Don't ask fool 
ish questions.

When Leopold announced he had 
stopped payment on the check, but re- 
tained the $110 lease, he got a round 
of applause from the hundred renters 
who crowded the committee room.

Dalton, wealthy bachelor 
and an official of the Tablet and Ticket 
company, 624 West Adams street, 
missed the 6:35 train for Hot Springs, 
Ark., last night. At that hour he was 
being detained at the detective bureau 
while Chief Mooney preached a sermon 
on the text, “A Fool and His Money 
Are Soon Parted.” 

Mr. Dalton was unmoved by the ser- 
mon. He informed Chief Mooney that 
he intended to catch the 11 o'clock 
train for Hot Springs and carry out a 
$25,000 deal with a group of men who, 
the police are convinced, are some of 
the slickest confidence men in the 


country 
How It Started. : 


Dalton, who resides with John 
Laughlin, saloonkeeper, and the lat- 
ter’s sister, Mrs. Hannah Roelle, at 
1900 South Hamlin avenue, went to 
Hot Springs about two weeks ago and 
at the Marquette hotel there met a 
man representing himself as a Detroit 
business man. 

The Detroiter “ found” a pocketbook 
containing $250, some stock reports 
in code and a telegram addressed to the 
owner whom they located at the East- 
man hotel in Hot Springs. The owner 
of the purse stated he was a New York 
business man. He was overjoyed when 
the pocketbook was returned. 

“That contains very valuable stock 
information,” he said. “I am under 
$100,000 bond not to speculate on the 
information I carry, but as a reward 
I shall invest the $250 for you in a 
little deal right away.” 

“ Proof” of Identity. . 

He produced letters and telegrams 
to prove his identity and showed: a 
lo clipping from a newspaper tend- 
to show he had 6nG@ as 
an important witness in a congres- 
sional] investigation. He excused him- 
self to ae) to a broker’s office and re- 
turned shortly with two credit slips 
for $750, representing the winnings 
of each man. He later took the credit 
slips, “ retnvested,” and returned with 
two other slips for $2,250 each. | 

“TI don’t like to do this, but I'll 
take just one more chance,” said the 
New Yorker. “ You invest your $2,250 
and I'l] invest a like amount.” 

The president and cashier of the 
“brokerage” concern arrived at the 
hotel a little later with a satchel sup- 
posed to contain $105,000. Dalton told 
the police last night he never had seen 
so many bills. Each of the three had 
won $35,000! 

This Sounds Familiar. 


“But,” said the president, “ while I 
do not doubt your honesty in this mat- 
ter, I can’t let you have this money 
until you establish credit with some 
local bank. I'll give you until March 
1 to do it.” 

The New Yorker said he waa ruined 
if his firm ever learned of his specula- 
tion. He wired to his wife to get the 
‘money. She replied the friend was 
abroad. Another friend who he tried 
was sick in bed. Something must be 
done. The Detroiter caught a train 
for home to get $25,000. Dalton caught 
the same train, arrived here Thursday, 


‘and drew $13,000 from the Ogden Ave- 


nue State bank, despite the protesta- 
tions of Clyde C. Amsler, vice presi- 
dent, to whom Dalton unfolded the 
story. 
“Why, man, you're in the hands of 
confidence men,” Amsler insisted. Dal- 
ton was deaf to his arguments. He 
was sure of the men he was dealing 
with, he said. He drew $12,000 more 
and sent the total by draft to the Ar- 
kansas National bank at Hot Springs.

According to the police and mem- 
bers of the district attorney's staff, 
Miss Brice is alleged to have admitted 
that she was the wife of Arnstein. 
The actress is said by the police to 
have been married to Arnstein while 
he used the name of Borach, also men- 
tioned in Judge Hand's order. The 
marriage took place in Brooklyn in 
1918. 

The police believe Arnstein may have 
fled to Europe and the police of Lon- 
don, Paris, and other cities have been 
asked to watch for him.

We are met to celebrate this 
day. ~ Washington is the mightiest 
name on earth—long since mightiest 
in the cause of civil liberty, still 
mightiest in moral reformation. 
On that name a eulogy is expect- 
ed. It cannot be. To add brightness 
to the sun or glory to the name of 
Washington is alike impossible. Let 
none attempt it. In solemn awe pro- 
nounce the name, and in its naked, 
deathless splendor leave it shining on.” 

The text of this unknown example 
of Lincoln’s eloquence was found in 
Washington by Lucien Hugh Alexan- 
der of Philadelphia, who gave it to 
the Associated Press today. An ac- 
count of the ceremony at which Lin- 
coln spoke was contained in the copy 
of the Sangamon Journal, published 
at Springfield on Feb. 25, 1842. A file 
of the newspaper for that year was 
found by Mr. Alexander in the library 
of congress.

THE BROTHERHOOD’S MEMORIAL. 
The objections urged against the pending railway 


measure by the brotherhoods seem to us intended 
to confuse a difficult situation rather than to clarify 
it, to obstruct merely rather than to assist. The 
attack comes a few days before the time set for the 
return of the roads to private operation and gives 


no indication of a desire to consider the problems | 
involved from any point of view but that of the! 


brotherhood leaders who have committed them- 
selves to the Plumb plan and are admittedly bent 
upon forcing nationalization of the roads. 

The memorial, therefore, is not marked by much 
consistency or fairness. One of its chief objections 
is to the plan for the arbitration of differences by 
a tribunal consisting of representatives of em- 


ployés, employers, and the public. Even the Plumb’ 
plan adopts this tripartite theory with plan of | 


control in recognition of the fact that after all the 


public has some interests and some rights in 


transportation. But the memorialists, having been 
conceded the omission of the Cummins strike pro- 
hibition, now object to the arbitration provisiogs 
because the bill proposes to require a resort to it. 
The public, therefore, is to be deniéd any defense 
if the objections of the brotherhoods are to prevail. 
The memorial shows the hand of the radicals 
throughout. It is not intended to assist the estab- 
lishment of harmonious relations between employer 
and employé; it is not intended to help establish a 
system of private ownership and operation which 


shall protect eapital, laber, and the public. It is 


unfair in its statements and assumptions, and its | 


clear purpose is to obstruct the solution of the 
railroad problem and to prevent peace in this field. 

The attack on the proposal to guarantee a mini- 
num return of 5% per cent on invested capital is 
a case in point. It entirely ignores the fact that 
railroad revenue has been restricted by law through 
the agency of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s rate making powers. It ignores the fact that 
capital will not, and by fair minds cannot be ex- 
pected to, go where its returns are limited by law 
but not protected. 

Congress knows that the country wants the roads 
returnea@ promptly to private operation on terms 
fair to all parties. The railroad radicals want to 
prevent this or, if that fails, to complicate condi- 
tions and inflame discontent Bo as to make private 
operation inefficient.

PERILOUS PARALLELS. 

The close of the Napoleonic wars @ century ago 
left England the most powerful nation in the world, 
both economically and politically. By unremitting 
industry and use of every resource, natural and ar- 
tificial, England not only had been able to bear a | 
share of the conflict but had supplied the conti- 
nental nations fighting against Napoleon with food, 
arms, clothing, and funds. England had prospered 
and grown more powerful throughout the conflict. 
At the end she was preéminent while other Euro- 
pean nationg were left ruined, exheusted and 
gasping.

gained wealth and power while the nations of Eu- 
rope have brought themselves to the verge of bank- 
ruptcy and in some cases to actua!] starvation. 
Every one of Britain’s allies owed her money at the 
close of the Napoleonic wars. Every one owes the 
United States money today. 

With the wrecking of Napoleon's power in 1814. 
Britain’s exports doubled those of the preceding 
year The next year showed further increase. This 
situation lured the British merchant to overreach 
himself. He crowded the European markets with 
goods to such an extent that the ruined peoples to 
whom he wished to sell were unable to absorb the 
supply. British goods brought a lower price on the 
continent than they did in’ England. 

Specie payments had been suspended in England 
since 1787. Vast quantities of paper money had 
been issued, Currency wae plentiful but compara- 
tively worthless in purchasing power. Working- 
men were enjoying unprecedented prosperity and 
were showing it by unprecedented extravagance. 

What was the result of these conditions? 

Heavy losses and frequent business failures en- 
sued. Multitudes were thrown out of employment. 
The price of bread advanced. The crops of 1816 
were the worst in years. The price of wheat 
pdoubled in the next twelve months. The working 
classes had saved little from their prosperity. There 
‘was hunger and misery abroad in the land.

If the prisoners are found innocent, the state 
should not complain, but set itself to find the 
guilty. What is most needed is an efficient ma- 
chinery of justice. Trials should be swift. Ex- 
pedient continuances should be frowned upon. 

The promise of swift trials and certain punish- 
ment of gullt, if established, ought to go far in 
abolishing’the present disregard of law in Chicago.

If we take the 
life expectancy of a person 21, the age of 
legal maturity, and. divide it into three 
parts the middle age of mature life would 
begin at 41 and extend to 61, 

A more heipful division of life is that 
of Southey, who placed the middle age 
at 49 to 68. Others have placed it at 40 
to 60, 
It has been suggested that we should 
count the beginning of middle age as the 
period at which men are disposed to put 
on a stomach, to acquire a waist line.

reason rather than leaving it to instinct. 

But this would mean that the begin- 
ning of middle life for each person would 
be established for that person alone. 
Suppose we say somewhat arbitrarily 
that middle life extends from 45 to 65, 
but that some réach middle age before 45 
and some show no signs of senility until 
well beyond 65. 3 

The middle age, -according to Dr. 
Southey, is the age of new growths, can- 
cer, and obesity. It is the period in 
which obesity becomes especially a men- 
ace. During this time men and women 
become short winded, stiff, and slow 
physically. The limits of endurance are 
more easily reached, The man common- 
ly expresses his recognition of conditions 
by saying: “I cannot stand what I used 
to stand.” It is plain that athletes are 
through at middle life.

test, is also known as the “ holding the 
breath” test. Hf a person cannot hold 
bis breath for fifteen seconds, it is held 
that his heart musele is impaired. A 
common modifieation of the first of these 
tests is to note the effect on the pulse 
rate and qyality of ju.aping up and dewn 
on one leg for a fixed number of times. 

There are a great many more compli- 
cated and technical tests. Practically 
every one of the heart ter's is of value. 
Hirsechfeider points out that the “ find- 
ings.” of these test: must be interpreted 
in connection with the man’s daily work. 
Testing of functional heart insufficiency 
is a matter of sociology as well as physi- 
‘ology. 

The tmportant question is not what the 
person can do in a gymnasium, but what 
he can do and what he cannot do in 
everyday life. Each man must be fit for 
his own mode of life, or he must be made 
to change it. His cardiac power must 
be studied with reference to that mode 
of life. . 

More general tests consist in determin- 
ing a man’s limitations as to certain 
foods. The test for limitations as to 
sugar are well known. These consist in 
giving a certaig definite excess of sugar 
and testing the urine for sugar. Like- 
wise, an excessive amount of white of 


' egg is given and the urin- is tested for 


albumin, 

There are many tests to determine the 
amount of work being done by the thy- 
roid. A comparatively simple one con- 
sists in catching all of the breath ex- 
pired in fifteen minutes and analyzing it 
for carbonic acid. If this is done when 
no food has been eaten for fifteen hours, 
and when the subject is lying quietly im a 
‘warm room, it furnishes a fair index of 
the rate of oxidation in the body, which 
in turn gives an index of thyroid activ- 
ity. In certain types of goiter this rate 
is very high. In cretins and persons of 
‘@ cretinlike type it is very low, 

There are other methods of testing the 

thyroid functioning capacity. 


' It is possible to test the adrenal glands 
to a limited extent. When adrenalin is 


injected into the blood in a good sized 


dose sugar appears in the urine. The 
Sugar tolerance is held to have some 
bearing on adrenal function. 

There are specialists who are expert 
in determining the functional] capacity of 
the sex organs, 

The usual method of testing the lung 
capacity is to measure the chest in deep 
inspiration and in complete expiration. 
This tést is of very limited service. A 
large “expansion,” as it is termed, is 
principally due to capacity to advanta- 
geously contract the muscles of the chest 
wall and back. The spirometer is an 
instrument for measuring the amount of 


air which can be blown from the lungs. | 


There is considerable “trick” in “ do- 
ing” this test, but at that it ig much 
the more dependable of thé two. 

A test of tendency to acidosis which 
is in considerable use consists in deter- 
mining whether a given dose of bicar- 
bonate of soda will cause the urine to 
becomes alkaline.

A DAY'S PAY; A DAY’S WORK. 


Toloedo, O., Feb. 16.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I believe it is an. unques- 
tioned fact that men in this country who 
work have better food, better ciothes, a 
better time, better education, and better 
opportunities for their families than they 
ever have had before. Yet you must be 
impressed, as I have been, by the fact 
that newspapers today are filled with 
reports of unrest, bolshevism, L W. W. 
utterances, high cost of living, strikes, 
etc. 

And this talk about unrest unquestion- 
ably has had a powerful influence in 
turning men’s minds from the o.d Ameri+ 
can idea: of a full hour's work for a full 
hour’s pay. Too many men today are 
thinking rather how few hours they can 
work, what they are going to do wiih 
their leisure hours, and how much more 
pay they can obtain for each hour. The 
result is that increased wages have come 
to mean very generally decreased pro- 
duction per hour. In this situation there 


is a great menace for the future of our . 


country. 

But suppose you should play up and 
emphasize every instance and every. fact 
which tends to center men's minds on 
greater production, greater ioyaity .to 
one’s work, greater contentmem, and 
greater appreciation of the tremendous 
prospertity which is ours. Suppose you 
should help bring out a universal cam- 
paign to educate every one of us on the 
importance of doing a real day's work 
each day. 

I am confident that within a very short 
time such a universai action on the part 
of the newspapers would help greatly 
to put the country on the road to even 
greater and more substantial prosperity, 
and this prosperity would touch every 
family in the tand. There would be 
greater happiness and greater content 
everywhere, and that means greater en- 
joyment by every one of the wealth with 
which this country Is blessed. 

The chief menace of bolshevism and 
other “isms” is their perverted eco- 
nomies. If they could be dronped from 
the public eye, gnd if in their place could 


be taught the sound doctrine that dollars 


won't buy bread unless somebody bakes 
it, these menacing “ isms” would wither 
and die through sheer lack of suste- 
nance.

First Fight at 19. 


According to Downing’s remem- 
brance of those days Dempsey was 
nearer 19 than 18, and the champion 
himself told me offhand the other day 
that his first fight under Downing was 
six years ago. Upon examining his 
memory Hardy was inclined to set the 
date in October, 1914, and if that is 
right Dempsey would have been past 19. 

Anyway, Downing gave Malloy’s 
pickup—he hadn’t reached the status 
of protégé then—the chance, and 
Dempsey’s first fight under Hardy 
came off at the old Grand theater, now 
the Hippodrome, in Salt Lake City. 
Indeed, it was Dempsey’s first fight 
anywhere except three or four kid 
matches in Provo, the town fifty miles 
south of Salt Lake City where Senator 
Smoot lives and where the Dempseys 
had lived until Jack was about 17. 


Family Goes East, Then Returns. 


After the Provo days the family 
went back to the old home folks in 
Logan county, West Virginia, to stay 
a year (I suspect the migration was 
the result of another run of hard luck) 
and then flitted west again, settling 
down to three or four lean years in 
Salt Lake City about 1914. Dempsey 
Says the fight in question was “right 
after we came back from West Vir- 
ginia.” 

I go into all this detail because that 
first Salt Lake City fight of Dempsey’s, 
though it made only a local stir at the 
time, is now in a fair way to become 
one of the comedy classics of fistiana. 

There were two Hancock boys, both 
huskies, and sons of the biggest pro- 
duce dealer in town, and both of them 
were amateur boxers with a tendency 
to take themselves seriously. Hardy 
Downing says it was with “the old- 
est’’ of these boys that he matched 
Dempsey, th_ugh Dempsey says as he 
remembers it they were twins. if they 
were, the other twin never carried the 
argument any further. 

Brief Story of Fight. - 

Tell me the story of that fight,” 
said to Hardy. | 

“Story,” echoed Hardy, “there 
wasn’t any story. It was a case of 
one punch and two dollars and a half. 
Dempsey just walked out and feinted, 
with his left once, then drove in his 
right, and the Hancock boy went 
boom. It was over in twenty seconds. 

“That was his beginning with me— 
and his real beginning in the fight 
game. Then he kept on fighting for . 
me in 1915 and into 1916, just a pork 
and beaner—what we call a meal ticket 
fighter. From $2.50 he went up to §5.

$15, and then $25—four round goes. 
Five hundred dollars for the fight with 
Dick Gilbert at the old Salt Lake thea. 
ter where Maude Adams made her 
debut as a baby in arms was the first 
time I ever gave him-any real money 

Predicts Future for Jack. 


“Tt was along during the first fights 
he had under me that I met Dempsey's 
fu her on the street—nice cnough oid 


fellow wha used to get a job some- 
times helping ciear ice and snow off 
the streets—and I said to the vid ma: 
‘If this kid behaves himeeif there’s no 
reason he shouldn’t be the heavy- 
weight champion.’ That's how good he 
looked to me even at the start.” 

“ But the old man kind of shook his 
head and said, ‘I don't know whether 
he will behave or not.’ 

“You see, the boy had fallen in with 
a crowd that wasn't doing him any 
good with théir cabarets their 
pimping around.” 

I said to Hardy: “I had a long talk 
with Jack's sister Florence yesterday:

mense importance and usefulness in a 
greater variety of forms than any card 
except the ace. : 
A beginner looks at sevens, eights, 
and nines for information and does 


| not notice lower cards at all, but when 


he is able to dispense with swaddling 
clothes he learns that the lumbering 
sevens, eights, and nines have little 
informative value, the really useful 
cards being deuces and treys, but par- 
ticularly deuces. 
. Below are gifen a few of the mes- 
sages which the deuce carries to the 
partner of the player using them: 
Against a no-trump declaration an 
original lead of a deuce indicates that 
the leader has exactly four cards in 
the suit led and no suit of more than 
cards. 


| ‘When a deuce is led to partner's de- 
eclared suit the leader has ho more 
_and the partner knows every ecard held 
lin that suit by the declarer. 


| When a player returns the deuce: 


‘after winning a trick in his partner’s 
suit he likewise shows no more and 
the partner knows all of the deciarer’s 
cards in that suit. 

When a trump has been declared 
and a high card led, the play of the 
deuce indicates either -a singleton or 
more than two; with two cards in suit 
. the partner would echo. i 


Against a no-trump declaration when 
the third player contribute a deuce to 
his partner’s lead it shows an original. 
holding of not mvure than three cards 
in that suit; having more than three, 
the third player would play his third 
best and play up. 

When « piayer’s first discard is the 
deuce the partner is asked to protect 
that suit if possible. The player of 
the deuce shows absolute weakness, 
as he cannot be starting an echo. The 


‘lowest card of a suit carries the same 


meaning as does the deuce, provided 
the partner is able to identify it as the 
‘lowest card the player may hold.

Even the shock proof north sider, 
who has grown accustomed to reading 
of enormous theaters and hotels to be 


erected on every side of him, ought to 
register mild astonishment when he 
reads that a $7,500,000 hotel and play- 
house is planned for*® the southwest 
corner of Sheridan road and Lawrence 
avenue. For this is the most elab 
orate hotdl and theater project under- 
taken in this district, and probably will 
be the largest hotel in the city outside 
of the loop. It will have approximately 
1,100 rooms. ee 

It will be called the Loridan—based 
on the Somewhat overworked and often 
clumsy method of naming corner 
buildings by using syllables from each 
street name. In this instance the 
christening seems to have been a 
fairly happy one. 4 

It will be built and operated by H. 
Emerman, who is building the six story 
$400,000 Huntington bachelors’ hotel at 
1526 Sheridan road and who Is plan- 
ning the twelve story $1,500,000 Hotel 
Chelsea at 914-20 Wilson avenue. Work 
on the Loridan is expected to start 
this spring and be finished during 1921.

DONE IN CHINTZ. 


OW that we have learned to love 
the cheer and cleanliness of 
chintz, and also to appreciate 
the- miracle it 

works at the least alarm- 
ist sets up the hue | “Isn't it 
too bad that chintz “out?” 

Surely this is a false alarm. It must 
be conceded, however, that chintz has 
been badly overused: and: abused, and 
by chintz is meant alf of the cotton 
and linen figured drapery stuffs, such 
as flowered reps, cuetomne, blocked 
linen, etc. 


What we should do’ ts" not to aban- 
don these most pleasing fabrics, but 
on the contrary stugys}heir correct 
use. Let them not overran everything, 
but keep them within bounds. A roem 
in which every piece of, furniture is 
covered with flowered exetonne match- 
ing lambrequins and draperies is 
quite absurd—absurd-asit would be if 
every guest who entered,ghould be ar- 


rayed in the same matertal, Properly 


modified it is charming. 


Let us study a series of rooms into 
which chintz, correctly used, holds its 
place as a distinctly deeorative note. 


A living room wherein the furniture 


is walnut and brown Mah0pany is done 


in a color scheme -ef barley and old 
blue with accents of gold and apricot. 
The two comfortably upholstered 
chairs shown in the foreground of 
the sketch are covered with two toned 
barley colored damask» walls are 
in barley colored @£ass cloth. The 
rug is of midnight ue. yelour made 


in one piece, and the fleer around it 
is painted a tone lighter than the rug. 
The inside of the window frames is

also painted ‘blue, and the 
matches this color. More biue in a 
still more faded tone js seen in the 
velveteen window cushions. 

The casement curtains are of lovely 
block printed linen. It is this linen, of 
course, that gives life and color to 
the whole room. The flowers, bold in 
contrast, but laid on in flat colors, are 
of dull blue violet, amber, dull green, 
and bright apricot on a barley colored 
ground. 

The curtains are trimmed with blue 
and apricot fringe. One big cushion 
of this material piped with apricot ve- 
lour is used. The lamp shade is of 
brilliant apricot silk. 


Other pieces of furniture in the room 
are a gate leg table, a chest of draw- 
ers raised upon legs and stretchers 
and having old brass drops for han- 
dles, several walnut chairs with seats 
in plain rep a little deeper than the 
wall color, and a big. comfortable 
davenport. The latter is covered with 
blue velour, and has two great oblong 
cushions. In front of it is drawn a 
long narrow floor cushion made of an 
old Khorassan rug which ts figured in 
minute pattern of camel’s hair and 
old blue on a dull orange tinted ground. 

As to accessories, they are few and 
simple—a few good etchings, a mirror 
framed in a gracefully curved walnut 
frame and hung with silk cords, a pair 
of brass candle sticks, copper jar and 
a piece or two of pottery. 

In furnishing and decorating adjoin- 
ing rooms a safe plan is to see that 
one predominating neutral color is re- 
peated. For example, in the room 
above the largest surfaces are barley 
color, so keep to a predominance of 


-the color in the other rooms. Barley

The cretonne lambre- 
quins have a barley ground with flow- 
ers of violet blue and blue violet with 
green and blue foliage. 

The side lights over the mantel have 
shield shades of apple green silk, and 
trained up to the wall around them are 
branches of ivy—the conventional 
Della Robbia ivy made of tin and paint- 
ed in natural color. The chair seats 
are in old blue. The glass curtains 
are of barley colored net; over the 
buffet is an old fashioned painting of 
flowers and fruit, framed in a walnut 
frame. 

Next to the dining room is a gay 
little sun room that is used as a break- 
fast room. For floor covering it has 
a barley colored linen rug, and the 
furniture is painted barley color with 
a tiny lemon colored edge. The lam- 
brequins and draw curtains are of 
lemon and turquoise striped cretonne 
over glass curtains of light greenish 
gold colored gauze. On the window 
seats are two black velour cushions 
dazzingly embroidered in apricot, 
lemon, violet. turquoise, and green. 

Wouldn’t the sunshine and the life 
be withdrawn from any one of these 
three rooms if the chintz were barred 
out? The whole point is to use chintz, 
but discriminately. Not to let it run 
riot all over everything. See that the 
chintz you select is not only of excel- 
lent quality and design, but see that 
the colors produced in it hold the key 
to the colors in the room; that is, that 
they repeat all the other colors em- 
ployed in the room. 

More than 50 per cent of all the fab- 
ric in the room should be unfigured 
The result will show: judicious selec- 
tion, restfulness without monotony, 
and quiet dignity without mournful- 
ness.

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West Indies Lure 


Americans asa 


_ Winter Playground 


By Mme. X. 


ANAMA. — [Spetial 
dence.]—Why 4,000 miles, 
across a most repulsively rough 
sea, to Europe, when a little over 

1,300 miles southward lies an entranc- 
ing region with only the mild and ami- 
able gulf of Mexico to be traversed? 

Do you want foreign lands, lan- 
guages, and people? They are here— 

England, France, Spain, Holland, Den- 
mark, Africa—with none of the fogs, 
rains, storms, and other meteriological 
discomforts of winter in those coun- 
tries. From Dec. 1 to May the weather 
in the West Indies is of unvarying 
perfection that is a continuous marvel 
to the traveler from the north. 

There are more than fifty islands 
composing what are known as the 
West Indies, all green, flowery, and 
luscious, with a temperature that 
rarely runs above 85 degrees or under 
70, unless one sits on the sands of 
Trinidad at noon or climbs to the top 
of Jamaican peaks. Nor are the hotels 

_ bad; some are good, especially those 
run by the U. S. army quartermaster’s 
department in the canal zone, which 
are Al. 

When these post war, troublous 
times have done, it is certain that com- 
merce and ship travel will grow to 
great proportions in these southern 
waters, for here, beyond question, is 
the winter playground for us Ameri- 
cans. As soon as the world of leisure, 
with a taste for touring, discovers that 
all this beauty and these unequalled 

. €limatic conditions are within easy 
reach of our side doors—Key West 
and New. Orleans—the surge this way 
will be formidable. 

America’s Proud Achievement. 

Aside from any quest of the unusual, 
beautiful, or salubrious, every Ameri- 
can who has the wherewithal should 
make it his business to visit the Pan- 
ama canal. It will minister to his pa- 
triotism like—we can no longer say 
“wine to the weary,” but we'll say like 
oxygen to the faint. It is, beyond ques- 
tion, the greatest achjvement of mod- 
ern times both from an engineering and 
administrative point of view, and, as 
an American studies its many depart- 
ments, he or she simply swells with 
pride and wants to sing fo all the rest 
of the world: “ We are the people! Can 
you beat us?” | 

The canal zone should be called the 
district of the three great G’s—Goeth- 
als, Gaillard, and Gorgas, and of these 
three not the least in the stature is 
the man who took the most pestilence 
infected, insect ridden part of the 
world and turned it into the healthiest 
spot on the whole globe, with not a fly 
or mosquito to be found today in the 
entire zone. We were horrified a few 
days ago to see one miserable, em- 

barrttssed, shame-faced fly fluttering 

about, but quickly realized that it had 
probably come on a ship from some 
other land. It is safe to surmise that 
it died of loneliness in a few minutes. 
I’m not going to describe the canal. 
It’s been written up by hundreds of 
great writers, but I do want to say 
that a visit to the great locks at Ga- 
tun, an inspection of that amazing ma- 
chinery whereby one man up in a tow- 
er opens and shuts those huge water 


gates and lets big steamers pass up age 


and down, a tramp through those miles 
of tunnels, an inspection of the amaz- 
ing paraphernalia of the emergency 
dams would make the stanchest fail to 
shake the very foundations of her be- 
ing, for not in a thousand years could 
Mrs. Pankhurst, or even revered Susan 
B. Anthony? design and build such a 
work. It is man conceived and man 
made from beginning to end. 


Canal a Beauty Spot. 

Why have none of the scribes who 
have described the canal told us of 
fts exceeding beauty? It isn’t like, the 
Suez canal or our @wn justly famous 
drainage canal, cérnfined in hard, 
straight, “ perspectiverous” banks; it 
meanders through an  entrancingly 
lovely country of green hills and val- 
Jeys, dark with tropical jungles. Smil- 
‘ing little palm shaded islands lie on 
its still, blue surface. Birds of many 
strange shapes and colors skim over 
it. Rare orchids are reflected in it. 
Friendly iquanas bask along its edges 
as the big ships of all countries glide 
sléwly up and down from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 

Uncle Sam has provided well for all 
his employés on the canal, whether 
military or civil. The housing ar- 
rangements include perfectly charm- 
ing cottages, bungalows, and two, three 
and four family houses, pure water, 
lights, heat (for cooking), pretty gar- 
dens, clubs, restaurants, swimming 
pools, tennis courts, and stores whére 
prices for everything are much lower 
than they are with us. Only employés 
may buy here, and they are divided 
into two classes, gold and silver em- 
ployés. This is a relic of the early 
days of the canal when white labor 
was paid in gold and colored labor in 
gilver. Most of the latter are from 
other West Indian places, many being 
from Jamaica. 


* * 
Quaint Old Spanish Town. _ 
Panama, the Pacific ocean terminus 
of the canal, is a delightfully quaint 
and gay old Spanish town, with charm- 
ing houses and narrow, winding 
streets. The two American suburbs, 
Ancon and Balboa, are the prettiest 


residential districts you ever saw, a 


mass of flowers, purple bougainvillea, 
crimson hibiscus, and many colored 
croton shrubs, and shaded by royal 
palms, democratic banana trees, and 
gigantic rubber trees. 

One could spend a month pleasantly 
at Panama—or rather at the govern- 
ment hotel at Ancon. There is a nine 
hole golf course in the country nearby, 
with a high, thatched, airy clubhouse 
where people gather. There are Sun- 
day bull fights (for them as likes 'em). 
There are excursions to nearby is- 
lands, and excellent fishing in the bay. 
Also there are deer and mountain lions 
in the adjacent jungle for the shooting. 
Nights are cool and days of a lazy, 
pleasant, dry warmth. There is much 
social life in the official set, especially 
when the warships of foreign navies 
come a-visiting—as they do a great 
deal,

Fear Civil Control of Canal. 

The one thing the people who live in 
the canal zone—the American civilians 
who have nothing te do with the run- 
ning of the canal—dread is that the 
canal should be taken out of the hands 
of the army and put under civil govern- 
ment control. That would inevitably 
‘ mean that the poison of politics would 
permeate this very perfect organiza- 
tion and would spell the ruin of the |
